The following singular instance of charity, 
united with good humor, will give an idea ot 
the man, In a very severe winter when wood | 
beran to be scarce in Boston, he received pri- 
vate information that a neighbor was wont to help 
himself from the pile at his door. “ Does he,” said 
the Governor, “call him to me and I will puta 
stop to it.” The man appeared, and the Gover- 
nor thus addressed him: “Friend, it 1s 
winter, and I hear that you are mea 
with wood- ;

age number of deaths has been from 19 to 20 | 
yearly. In less than five months past, we have 
lost 52 or 53 of our inhabitants. ‘The tirst death 
was a shining victim; Mrs. Jonson, wife of our 
Councillor, one of our most amiable and beloved 
neighbors, was rising from her confinement as all 
supposed to her usual health, when erysipelas 
seized its victim, and the young, fond mother, the 
endeared wife, in two days Jay shrouded in her 


| coftin—others followed in quick succession, until 


it seemed almost fatal to become a mother. It

unburied in our houses at once, it would have been 
over 1100 corpses at moment in the city, 
and their deaths for five months would have been 
over 12,000, e city would have been consid- 
ered doomed to universal death. ‘The inhabitants 
would have tled from its poisonous miasima, and 
sought a refuge where they could, But we look

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men, when attacked, soon got over it; and it is 
highly probable that the fever heat of the topers 
increased the inflammation, and assisted to pro- 
duce a fatal termination. While the cooler tem- 
perament ofthe total abstinent checked the pow- 
er of the disease, and acted as a conservative to 
the system. 

The family of the last suicide speaks thunder- 
tongued to parents. The father was a drunkardjand 
his children had no education or discipline,but bru- 
tal foree. One son isa State prison convict, anoth- 
era suicide ; the daughters, one in her premature 
grave,and one a dishonored mother. The father fell 
through a hay loft ina drunken revel, and broke 
his neck. One son, taken from the family in ear- 
ly life and educated away from all connexion with 
them in a moral family abroad, isa worthy young 
man, and an ornament in society, and he is now 
the hope and stay of the widowed and bereaved 
mother. .
